The  papers  have  given  many  short  biographies  of 
If.  W.  Lawton,  now  a.  major-general  of  volunteers) 
who  commands  one  of  the  divisions  of  Shafter's  army 
and  whose  men  were  engaged  in  the  desperate  assault 
of  El  Caney.  They  have  told  of  his  long  years  of  ser- 
vice, of  how  be  has  worked  through  the  lieutenan- 
cies to  his  present  rank,  and  of  the  training  giving 
him  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  experi- 
ence: but  of  the  gigantic  size,  the  phenomenal 
strength  and  activity,  the  abnormal  endurance,  the 
utter  fearlessness  and  the  unalienable  picturesque- 
ness of  the  man  hot  a  word*  I  have  the  honor  to 
know  him  well,  and,  since  I  like  men  whose  basic 
manhood  has  not  been  utterly  refined  out  of  them,  I 
like  him.  ',,. ,^v 

Lawton  reminds  me  always  of  Scott's.Norman  bar- 
on, Front  de  Boeuf.  He  has  better-  morals,  of 
course,  as  well  as  a  very  pretty  taste  in  red  wines 
and  reed  bints,  but  bo  is  as  big  as  the  giant  slain  by 
Richard  of  the  Lion  Heart,  is iiSTltrcct.  in  his  meth- 
ods, and,  iti  p^maljjTjycnoral  com  bait  j,  every  bit  as 
^av^SP^Fnere  is  plenty  of  the  primal  man  in  him. 
What  he  thlr>te?  he 'says..  Ho  ha*  a  strong  sense  of 
justice,  but  his  temper  is  territlie  and  he  is  not 
gentle.  He  requircs'of  subordinates  the  utmost  en- 
deavor, and  he  gets  it.  lie  asks  no  one  to  do  work 
that  be  is  not  competent  and  willing  to  do  himself. 
Naturally  a  leader  he  goes  firsthand  the i  more  diffi- 
cult or  desperate  the  undertaking  the  faster  he  goes. 
Ur.on  the  gray  granite  slab  which  covers  the  bones  of 
a  Confederate  otlicer'who  sleeps  on  the  magnolia-pet- 
allcd  uplands  of  Louisiana  is  an  inscription:— "lie 
never  told  his  men  go  on,"  That  will  do  for  Lawton 
when  be  dies. 

He  is  six  feet  three  inches  high.  He  weighs  210 
pounds,  and  nearly  every  ounce  of  it  is  bone  and 
blood  and  tendon  and  muscle.  He  is  fifty-live  years 
old  and  as  springy  as  a  youth.  His  capacity  to  go 
without  food,  drink  or  sleep  is  seemingly  unlimited. 
"Macumazahn"  the  Zulu  called  Quatermain— "the 
one  who  has  his  eyes  open."  Macumazahn  Lawton 
will  keep  them  open  for  a  week  at  a  stretch"  when  ne- 
cessary, and  then  walk,  talk,  eat  drink  or  fight  a 
d.izen  men  to  a  standstill.  He  has  lived  a  life  of 
p;ril  and  hardship.  His  only  ride  of  hygiene  is'a  tub 
in  the  morning.  He  has  taken  no  sort  of  care  of  him- 
self. Yet  so  splendidly  was  he  endowed  by  nature 
that  there  is  no  perceptible  weakness  of  his  forces. 
Apparently  he  is  as  powerful  and-enduring  as  when 
I  saw  him  first.  That  was  more  than  ten  years  ago. 
He  had  completed  one  of  the  most  remarkable  feats 
of  Strength' and  perseverance  chronicled  in  the  long 
annals  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  but  he  was  as  fresh 
as  a  rose  in  the  morning. 

He  stood  on  the  government  reservation  at  San  An-

An'  Comp'ny  H  would  smack  their  lips  when  their  captain  went— 

They'd  a  cultivated  taste  fer  liquor,  too. 

Well,  to  make  my  story  short,  they  rolled  the  barrel  out  one  night, 

(The  way  of  which  I  needn't  tell  yon  now;) 
At  Reveille  poor  Cap.  Hawley  found  'is  comp'ny  rollin'  tight — 
An'  then  you  ought  to  heard  the  bloomin'  row. 

An'  you  ought  to  seen  the  Colonel  as  he  gazed  at  Comp'ny  II, 

Laid  out  there  on  the  ground  correct  in  fours; 

Ev'ry  officer  and  ev'ry  man  so  drunk  he  couldn't  "scratch" 


MARCHING  THROUGH  GEORGIA, 


Ionia  surrounded  by  the  tawny  savage  band  of  Chiri- 
pahua  Apaches,  whom  he  had  hunted  off  their  feet. 
Near  him,  taciturn,  but  of  a  kindly  visage,  stood 
young  Chief  Caches,  almost  as  tall  as  he.  In  a  tent 
close  by  lay  Geronimo.  the  .medicine  man,  groaning 
from  a  surplusage  .of  fresh  beef  eaten  raw.  The 
squat  figures  of  the  hereditary  enemies  of  the  whites 
grouped  about  him  came  only  to  his  shoulder.  He 
towered  among  them,  stern,  powerful,  dominant— an 
incarnation  of  the  spiri  of  the  white  man  whose  war 
drum  beat  around  the  world.  Clad  in  the  faded, 
dirty  fatigue  jacket,  a  greasy  flannel  shirt  of  gray, 
trousers  so  soiled  that  the  stripe  down  the  leg  was 
barely  visible,  broken  boots  and  a  disreputable  som- 
brero that  shaded  the  harsh  features  burned  almost 
to  blackness,  he  was  every  inch  a  soldier  and  a  man. 
To  the  other  officers  at  the.  post  the  Indians  paid  no 
sort  of  attention.  To  them  General  Stanley  and  bis 
stair  were  so  many  well-dressed  lay  figures  standing 
about  as  part  of  a  picture  done  for  their  amusement, 
but  the  hqge,  massive  man  with  the  stubble  on  bis 
chin  bad  shown  'them  that  he  was  their  superior  on 
hunting  groungs  that  was  theirs  by  birthright,  and 
they  hung  upon  his  lightest  word. 

For  the  tenth  time  Geronimo's  band  had  jumped 
the  San  Carlos  reservation.  The  spring  grass  was 
two  inches  high  and  the  Indian  lust  for  blood  was 
awake.  As  usual,  troops  were  started  upon  a  peril- 
ous chase.  For  days  they  followed  the  trail  over  a 
country  that  God  Almighty  made  in  wrath.  Further 
and  further  into  the  vast  solitudes  they  toiled..  Vol- 
canic crests  reared  about  them.  Lava  tore  the  leath- 
er from  their  feet.  They  drank  from  springs  that 
gushed  thousands  of  feet  above  the  valleys.  They 
wandered'. i n  canons  sS" deep' and  dar/e  that  thmugh 
the  narrow  ribbon  of  white  far  above  them  the  star. ■> 
were  seen  at  midday.  They  lived  upon  animals  no 
wilder.than  the  men  they  were  pursuing,  and  scarce- 
ly more  wild  than  they.'  .  T\ow  and  then,  from  a 
forest  of  pines  far  above  them,  a  shred  of  blue  smoke 
drifted  on  the  furnace  air.  followed  by  the  shrill  noise 
of  the  bullet's  wild  singing.  The  horses  had  long 
since  been  left  behind.  The  cavalrymen  were  on 
foot  with  Lawton  at  their  head,  his  teeth  hard  set. 
"We';ll  walk  them  down,"  he  told  his  sergeant  when 
the  mountains  were  reached.  lie  was  walking  them 
down.  Six  weeks  afterward  an  Indian,  whose  bones 
seemed  ready  to  start  through  his  skin,  came  to  the 
camp  and  said  that  Geronimo  was  ready  to  surrender. 
Lawton  went  alone  to  the  lair  of  the  starving  wolves 
and  received  their  submission.  Cavernous  eyes  were 
glared  at  him.  Lips  black  from  thirst  and  hunger 
were  drawn  back  over  discolored  teeth.  Skeleton 
lingers  pointrd  at  him.  From  skeleton  jaws  came 
sounds  of  pleadings  mixed  with  wrath.  The  poison 
of  bitter  racial  hatred  was  in  every  glare.  "Even 
the  rocks  smelled  like  mad  Indian,"  he  told  me  with 
a  laugh  long  afterward,  lie,  lounged  among  them, 
their  master  by  virtue  of  superior  courage,  strength 
and -hardihood,  ane  they  followed  him  like  sheep  to 
food  and  imprisonment.  That  is  the  story 'in  oil  I  line 
of  the  capture  of  Geronimo.  physician,  wizard,  con- 
juror, orator  and  murderer.

Since  our  last  reunion  another  war  has  been 
declared  and  fought  to  a  finish,  apparently. 
Many  of  our  sons  have  buckled  on  swords  and 
carried  guns  into  foreign  fields  to  give  freedom 
-  and  peace  to  the  oppressed.  They  have  achieved 
more  glorious  victories  under  the  American  flag, 
and  we  can  confidently  expect  their  return  soon. 
If  at  home  we  extend  to  them  a  cordial  greeting 
and  invite  them  to  participate  in  our,  reunion. 
To  our  distinguished  comrade,  General  Henry 
W.  Lawton,  now  in  Santiago  de  Cuba,  we  ex- 
tend fraternal  greetings/  We  hold  all  the 
heros  who  fought  in  the  land  and  naval  engage- 
ments at  Santiago;  where  the  bloody  tragedy  of 
war  was  played  upon  a  battlefield  stage,  making 
a  splendid  exhibition  before  the  whole  world,  in 
affectionate   remembrance,    but    our  Lawton   we 
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know;  his  saperb  personality  we  admire;  his  con- 
summate skill  and  gallantry  upon  the  field  of 
battle  is  remembered;  he  is  indissolubly  associat- 
ed in  our  rnindi  as  the  ideal  American  soldier. 
We  are  proud  of  him  and  believe  that  on  the  page 
of  the  impartial  historian  the  name  and  fame  of 
General  Lawton  will  last  for  all  time,  or,  as  long 
as  the  American  Republic  endures. 

We  will  scatter  a  large  number  of  this  re- 
union order  and  business  program  in  North  Web- 
ster and  surrounding  country.  We  desire  and 
specially  invite  everybody  to  come  and  spend  the 
day  and  evening  with  us.  Your  secretary  will 
not  now  formulate  any  fixed  program  for  the 
camp-fire  but  will  name  a  committee  for  that 
work.  Let  us  enlarge  on  the  scope  of  what  we 
usually  term  a  reunion,  and  make  North  Webster 
the  first  town  to  hold  a  Peace  Jubilee  adapted  to 
the  sentiment  aud  desire  of  the  people.

We  were  brigaded  together  a  long  time  and 
the  regiments  were  recruited  mostly  in  the  same 
territory;  and  as  our  ranks  are  growing  thinner 
every  year,  it  will  not  be  a  great  many  years  un- 
til both  regiments  cannot  muster  more  than  a 
corporal's  guard  to  a  reunion,  therefore  we  should
